After  a  disorienting  discussion  of  the  matter  it  was 
decided  to  contact  Lowell  State  in  order  to  sit  dow  n 
and  settle  the  particulars  and  arrange  an  appropriate 
settlement.

UPPERCLASSMEN: 
DIPLOMA  RIGHTS 


If  you  managed  to  make  last  Thursday's  Senate  Meeting,  you  know  all 
about  it.  If  the  matter  of  diplomas  hasn't  come  up  in  your  mind  already, 
here's  something  to  really  consider  since  it  involves  YOUR  diploma  and 
where  it's  coming  from.  The  decision  involves  Classes  75.  76.  77  on 
whether  to  grant  diplomas  from  the  University  of  Lowell  or  allowing 
students  from  these  classes  to  choose  w  hethcr  their  degree  is  from  Lowell 
Tech  (LSC)  or  from  the  University  of  Lowell. 

Each  of  the  Student  Senators  w  ill  be  carrying  around  petitions  to  get  at 
least  100  supporters,  each,  who  arc  in  favor  of  their  choice  of  diploma. 

Whether  you  want  your  diploma  from  Lowell  Tech  or  the  University  of 
Lowell  or  don't  c\en  care  where  yours  is  from,  you  owe  it  to  the  rest  of  us 
(and  yourself)  to  support  the  petition.  The  upperclassmen  will  have  spent 
a  substantial,  if  not  a  majority  of  their  undergrad  education  at  I  TI.  When 
these  classes  entered  Lowell  Tech,  it  wasn't  law  yet:  there  was  no  definite 
date  for  the  merger.  Unlike  the  present  freshman  class,  these  students  did 
not  expect  to  graduate  from  the  University  of  Lowell.  Since  there  was  no 
understanding  concerning  a  change  in  diplomas,  these  classes  deserve  to 
have  a  choice  whether  or  not  to  receive  their  diplomas  from  Lowell 
Technological  Institute. 

The  Senate  has  requested  the  State  Attorney  General  to  investigate  the 
legal  aspects  of  the  diploma  decision.  In  the  meantime,  your  support  for 
the  petition  is  needed  now.  When  a  Senator  asks  for  your  support,  please 
sign  and  remember  that  it  involves  every  upperclassman  now  at  Tech.  We 
deserve  to  have  a  choice.  By  not  signing  a  petition  you  are.  in  effect, 
blocking  this  effort,  and  preventing  the  members  of  three  classes  from 
their  rightful  choice. 

It  will  be  to  your  advantage  and  ours  it  you  support  the  petition.

With  registration  completed  at  lech,  preliminary  information  shows 
that  we  iust  received  the  largest  freshman  class  in  our  history. 

Figures  released  by  Dean  ol  \dmissions  Maurice  \V.  Harrison  show 
9N9  freshmen  were  enrolled  along  with  an  additional  349  transfer 
students,  lor  a  grand  total  ol  1 33K.  I  his  is  a  seven  percent  increase  over 
last  year  incoming  students. 

Both  minority  and  female  enrollment  increased  with  9X  women  and 
almost  20  minority  students  coming  to  I  II.

PARDON  ME,  BUT  I  DIDN’T 
HEAR  YOU 


A  few  days  ago  President  Gerald  Ford  pardoned 
former  President  Richard  M.  Nixon  ot  anv  wrong 
doing  pertaining  to  his  role  in  the  Watergate  Scandal. 
This  Presidential  Act.  he  argued,  was  justified  in  his 
eyes  by  a  number  of  reasons.  Mercy  and  compassion 
for  a  man  and  his  family  who  have  suffered  greatly, 
was  the  main  influence.  But  by  pardoning  Nixon.  Ford 
has  opened  a  Pandora's  Box  of  legal,  ethical,  and 
moral  questions. 

Wisely  enough,  when  the  new  President  assumed 
office  he  took  the  role  of  healer.  America  was  reeling 
from  it's  worst  political  scandal  which  affected 
millions,  directly  and  indirectly.  “Together  with 
America"  was  Lord's  theme.  To  try  to  begin  healing 
wounds  he  announced  his  decision  to  look  into 
Amnesty  for  draft  evaders,  a  noble  intention  indeed. 
Whether  Nixon's  pardon  had  been  tied  into  this  deal 
remains  to  be  seen.  But  by  Ford's  trying  to  heal  the 
wounds  he  has  polarized  the  populace  even  more. 
Supporters  of  R  M  Vs  pardon  are  less  likely  to  support 
amnesty  and  vice  versa.  What  seemed  like  a  smart 
political  move  backfired  and  could  ring  the  death  knell 


for  the  Ford  Administration  in  1976  or  even  sooner. 

The  American  public  has  acted  in  an  unpredictable 
way  in  the  aftermath  of  Watergate.  They  have  proven 
that  they  are  w  illing  to  forget nomore.Theyforgot  once 
when  they  re-elected  Nixon,  but  they  won't  again. 
Somehow,  the  honorable  end  of  compromise  might 
not  have  proven  to  be  so  honorable  after  all.  Will  the 
left  trade  off  Nixon's  pardon  for  the  return  of  some 
50.000  draft  evaders  unconditionally.  The  answer  is 
two-fold.  One  lies  with  Ford's  intentions:  conditional 
or  unconditional.  The  second,  w  ith  the  people.  If  Ford 
gives  unconditional  amnesty,  which  seems  a  distinct 
possibility  ,  the  American  public  will  have  to  decide  if 
the  President  has  applied  justice  evenly  .  If  Ford  gives 
conditional  amnesty.  America  will  again  be  con¬ 
fronted  with  the  question  of  “suitability  to  govern  by 
an  incumbent  President". 

If  any  thing,  justice  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  people. 
Once  again  the  people  will  be  called  to  exercise  their 
options.  Let  us  hope  that  Ford's  idea  of  justice  this 
time  is  more  in  line  with  the  way  America  wants  justice 
dispensed.

Most  often  it  is  not  busy,  and  there  is  no  need 
for  a  reservation  or  anything  of  that  sort.  A 
come  as  you  are  “good-eating"  place,  you 
can  get  almost  anv  Yankee  dish  or  perhaps 


even  a  fish  dish  with  a  little  imagination. 
There  is  a  salad  bar  where  you  can  help 
yourself  to  as  much  as  you  want,  unlike  all 
the  newer  restaurants,  the  waiter  told  me 
that  this  is  no  new  addition,  but  rather  an  old 
tradition  of  the  INN. 

When  ordering  be  sure  not  to  settle  for 
anything  less  than  their  delicious  baked 
potato  with  sour  cream  and  rye  bread,  be  it 
with  sizzling  “cooked  to  order"  steak,  chops, 
or  delicately  browned  shrimp.  For  dessert 
try  the  cheesecake,  strawberry  shortcake  or 
any  of  the  ten  luscious  pies,  but  always 
choose  dessert.  The  prices  area  little  higher 
than  we'd  like  to  see.  but  then  again  their 
drinks  are  a  lot  more  powerful  than  those  of 
the  rathskellar.
